Four months after the Dry Ridge 
City Council shot down a payroll tax 
increase, the issue is back on the 
table. 

The council voted 4-2 in favor of a 
first reading of an occupational tax 
ordinance on Nov. 4 that would 
increase the tax from its current .5 
percent to 1.25 percent beginning Jan. 
1, 2014. 

“Some of the board members got 
together and that’s what they wanted

to do because the finances are getting 
so low,” said Mayor Clay Crupper. “I 
left it up to them.” 

A second reading will be voted on 
at 5:30 p.m. Nov. 18 during the coun¬ 
cil’s regular meeting. 

Council member Sara Cummins 


brought the .75-increase motion to the 
table and it was seconded by council 
member Scott Bates. 

Cummins and Bates, along with 
Kenny Edmondson, voted in favor of 
the ordinance while Jim Hendy and 
Carisa Hughett voted against the first 
reading. 

Council member Fred Money 
abstained from voting, however, his 
vote counts for the majority. 

“I feel more comfortable with a .5 
raise,” Money said before the vote.

9,000 pounds collected during annual event

Kentucky collected more than 9,000 
pounds of unused or unneeded medica¬ 
tions during the Oct. 26 DEA National 
Drug Take Back Day, eliminating their 
risk of being diverted and abused. 

A total of 9,135 pounds were collected 
at Take Back events, which were held in 
conjunction with state and local law 
enforcement agencies throughout 
Kentucky, according to the Office of Drug 
Control Policy. 

Champions For a Drug-Free Grant 
County help organize an event at the 
Grant County Sheriff’s Department and 
provided donuts and hot dogs from Beans 


in Dry Ridge. 

During the Drug Take Back Day event, 
three pounds and 11 ounces of pills and 
other medications were collected at the 
sheriff’s department. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Department 
has been collecting unused prescription 
pills and other medication for about four 
and a half years, said Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

A box where residents can drop of pre¬ 
scriptions is located in the lobby of the 
sheriff’s office on Barnes Road. 

Each month, Dills said a report is sub¬ 
mitted to the Kentucky Crime Prevention 
Coalition with the amount of prescriptions 
collected.

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Save your leaves 

L eaf raking is an autumn chore that only 
children enjoy because they get to undo it 
in one fowl swoop! We rake and pile and 
they jump. I propose a new approach that just may 
make us all happy: adults can still rake a little, 
children can still play and trees will benefit from 
some mulch and fertilizer. At the farm raking leaves 
is passe; we let them stay where they fall (with 
reason, of course) which is usually beneath their 
canopy. 

This may be a bit of an over statement because 
some small yards can quickly fill up with leaves, 
smothering grass and perennial beds but there is a 
happy medium. Rake away some leaves, composting 
them out back for use in the garden later; rake small 
leaves back beneath the canopy of trees, into shrub 
borders, perennial beds or the vegetable garden; and 
use the mulching mower to chop the big stuff right 
back onto the lawn. 

If you walk in the forest what do you see? The 
forest floor is as rich as it gets in terms of soil. Years 
of leaf mold has collected, decayed and returned 
valuable nutrients back to the soil, which is then 
used by the trees of the forest. Traditionally, in our 
own back yards, we remove this valuable natural 
resource and set in on the curb to be taken away by 
big trucks and dumped in a landfill. There is 
something not quite right about this, especially if we 
turn around and buy a high nitrogen fertilizer to 
spread on lawns and around trees and shrubs. Use 
common sense to remove excess leaves but reserve 
some and use it the way nature intended. Not only 
will the leaves feed our 
plants they will also act as 
mulch reducing weeds and 
conserving moisture. 

Excess can be a 
good thing 

If the excess seems 
cumbersome consider 
starting a compost pile. 
Compost is generally 
comprised of leaves, grass 
clippings, twigs, garden 
waste and kitchen waste (no 
meat products allowed). As 
the organic material breaks 
down it turns into nutrient 
rich food for your garden 
and landscape material.. .for

In order to maintain a healthy compost pile the 
goal is to create an environment that encourages 
mycorrhizal fungal and bacterial activity. This 
activity, along with earthworms is what helps break 
down the organic material into compost. Using 
leaves as mulching material around your plants and 
trees will also encourage this desired activity, again, 
for free! 

It is important to turn your compost to supply 
oxygen to the material. This fact sometimes 
overwhelms people.. .do not worry, one flip a month 
is usually enough. Oxygen and water encourage the 
right type of bacterial growth. You can add water 
and horse manure to seed up the healthy aerobic 
activity, which aids in the process of decomposition. 
Otherwise just be patient, turn the pile from time to 
time, and you will have some great compost next 
spring. 

If a compost pile seems unlikely then simply 
transfer the leaves to the vegetable garden. Leaves 
left to decay over the winter in the garden plot can 
be turned under in spring before you are ready to 
plant. Doing this every year will increase soil 
fertility, drainage and tilth which will feed your 
vegetables slowly throughout the summer without 
having to buy additional amendments or fertilizer; 
vegetables fed this way show an increase in yield 
and pest resistance.

“I don’t think I’ve ever eaten 
tobacco,” I said. 

“Hopefully you haven’t,” 
Granny answered. “Tobacco isn’t 
a food; it’s a plant that is used to 
make cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
chewing tobacco and pipe tobac¬ 
co.” 

“Our parents say that smoking 
is a terrible addiction and that we 
should always stay away from it,” 
Chloe said. 

“And they’re correct,” Granny 
replied, “but raising tobacco isn’t 
just about smoking. It’s a major 
Kentucky cash crop. Kentucky 
farmers have grown tobacco for 
more than 200 years. Our state 
produces hundreds of millions of 
pounds of tobacco each year, sec¬ 
ond only to North Carolina. There 
are three types of tobacco grown 
in Kentucky: dark fire-cured, 
dark air-cured and burley. West¬ 
ern Kentucky is known for dark 
fire- and dark air-cured tobacco, 
while burley tobacco is grown in 
110 of 120 counties. Lexington is 
the world’s largest burley market. 
Each year, Kentucky produces 
262.5 million pounds of burley 


tobacco. In all, Kentucky brings in 
about $300 million from tobacco.” 

“You’re smart, Granny,” I told 
her. 

“My daddy grew tobacco,” 
Granny said. “He worked day and 
night and used the money to sup¬ 
port our entire family and pay our 
bills. My brother’s a tobacco farm¬ 
er too. It paid for his children to go 
to college.” 

“That’s great,” Chloe said, “but 
if tobacco is bad for people, why 
do farmers grow it?” 

“Supply and demand,” Pa 
said, then began to explain. “Let’s 
say that you doggies love animal 
crackers.” 

“We do! We do!” we exclaimed. 

“Let’s say the store only has 10 
boxes of animal crackers but 30 
people go to the store to buy them. 
What do you think the store is go¬ 
ing to do?” 

“They better get more,” I re¬ 
sponded. 

“The store tried, but the people 
who make animal crackers don’t 
have more made,” Pa said. 

“Well, they better make some 
more animal crackers or they will 
lose money,” my smart sister re¬ 
plied. 

“That’s supply and demand,” 
Pa said. “There is a demand for 
animal crackers, so the company 
needs to supply them to meet that 
demand.” 

I was thinking how Pa’s ex¬ 
ample made perfect sense when 
he said, “Let’s go one step further. 
Let’s pretend you love animal 
crackers so much that you eat way 
too many of them. You eat them 
for breakfast, dinner, supper and 
all the snacks in between. You get 
a terrible bellyache, have to see the 
doctor and have to stay in bed for 
a week. Should the company quit 
making animal crackers because 
you got sick?” 

“No,” Chloe quickly respond¬ 


ed. “Not everyone who ate them 
got sick.” 

“Yeah,” I chimed in. “Besides, 
some people don’t care if others 
got sick. They’ll eat them any¬ 
way.” 

“Exactly,” Pa said. “It’s a fact 
that tobacco is harmful, but not 
everyone will get sick, and some 
don’t care. Their demand is to¬ 
bacco, and due to the type of soil 
and land, Kentucky farmers can 
supply it, so they do. And it isn’t 
easy work. It takes about 150 to 
200 hours of labor for each acre of 
tobacco. Some farmers may plant 
100 acres, so you can imagine how 
much time it takes. Add in how 
much time they spend worrying 
about the weather and their crop, 
and tobacco farming is very time- 
consuming. Sadly, farmers can 
work their fingers to the bone and 
lose the entire crop to bad weather 
or disease. Or, they might take it 
to the market and get a very low 
price. And that might be their only 
income for the entire year.” 

“Unbelievable,” I said. And 
while I still knew smoking was 
harmful and I would be staying 
away from it at all cost, I had a 
new appreciation for our tobacco 
farmers. 

“Uh, Pa,” I said, “remember 
what you said about animal crack¬ 
ers?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

“That was just an example, 
right? They aren’t really going to 
quit making animal crackers, are 
they?” 

Granny and Pa laughed before

Grant Braves end season, fall to North Laurel

To most high school football 
programs, a 35-point loss in 
November would not be worth 
taking about. But for the Grant 
County Braves, it’s progress. 

Grant County turned in one 
of its better performances of the 
season in a 35-0 defeat to visit¬ 
ing North Laurel on Nov. 1, put¬ 
ting an end to the Braves’ season. 

The 35-point difference is as 
close as the Braves have come 
since back in September when 
they came within 21 points of a 
win in back-to-back games. 

Grant County held North 
Laurel to just two touchdowns 
in the first quarter and one in the 
second to trail 21-0 at halftime. 
By comparison, the Braves had 
trailed by an average of 42 points 
at halftime in their previous four 
games. 


The 35 points is also the sec¬ 
ond lowest point total given up 
by the Braves all season. The 
only game where Grant County 
gave up less than 35 points was 
in a 35-10 win over Owen Coun¬ 
ty more than two months ago. 

North Laurel won the kickoff 
and elected to receive the ball to 
start the game. The visiting Jag¬ 
uars immediately marched the 
ball down the field for a touch¬ 
down and never looked back, 
adding a second and third touch¬ 
down on their next two posses¬ 
sions to go on top 21-0. 

North Laurel brought to Dry 
Ridge one of the best running at¬ 
tacks the Braves had faced this 
season and it showed. 

The Jaguars were able to 
amass 451 yards of total offense, 
including 376 on the ground. 
They threw the ball only 12 
times, connecting on six of those 
throws for 75 yards and one 


touchdown. 

Grant County was able to 
manage just 134 yards of to¬ 
tal offense, with nearly all of 
it coming on a strong ground 
game by the Braves’ Hunter 
Lawson, who had his best game 
of the season with 101 yards on 
21 carries. It was the first 100- 
yard game by a Grant Coun¬ 
ty running back this season. 
Grant County did not turn the 
ball over by interception or fum¬ 
ble against the Jaguars and had 
fewer penalties against than the 
visitors. 

Joe Knipp started under cen¬ 
ter for Grant County and con¬ 
nected on only three of his 10 
pass attempts for 14 yards. 

Following Lawson in the 
Braves’ ground game was Dustin 
Shivley with seven yards on 
three carries, followed by Nick 
Stephenson with five yards on 
five carries. Michael McLean 


added four yards on two touches, 
while Knipp accounted for three 
yards on seven carries, after 
yards subtracted due to sack. 

Lawson was also the team’s 
leading receiver with 16 yards on 
two catches, including a team- 
long reception of 11 yards. Law- 
son finished the game with a to¬ 
tal of 117 yards of total offense. 

Ryan Turley and Robert 
Spohn led the Grant County de¬ 
fensive charge with seven tack¬ 
les each. Turley had two solo and 
10 assisted tackles. Spohn had 
four solo and six assists. 

Quention Haubner was next 
for the Braves’ defense with 

6.5 tackles, followed by Mar¬ 
cus Rayburn with 4.5 and Dylan 
Fultz with four. Tristen Wallace 
added three tackles, while Zach 
Spohn and Colton Smith added 

2.5 each. 

Next for the Braves was Con¬ 
ner Biddle and Barry Mullins 


with two tackles each, followed 
by Zane Burch, Andy Engle and 
Quinton Rayburn with 1.5 stops 
each. Derek Sutherland, Michael 
McLean and Dustin Shivley 
all chipped in one tackle each. 
Lawson had two punts in the 
game, incluidng a long of 45. He 
averaged 43 yards per kick. 

Marcus Rayburn had one of 
the game’s most exciting plays 
with a 38 yard kickoff return. He 
finished the game with two re¬ 
turns for 58 yards, an average of 
29 per return. Lawson was next 
with two returns for 39 yards 
including a long of 32 yards. 
McLean had one kick return for 
seven yards. 

Derek Sutherland returned 
the only North Laurel punt of the 
night for 16 yards. 

Grant County ends its season 
with a record of 1-9, missing the 
playoffs for a fifth straight sea¬ 
son.

Judge gets out behind bench, visits district

Judge Allison Jones isn’t simply 
staying behind the bench. 

Jones was appointed in July to the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals, 6th 
Appellate District, Division 1 by Gov. 
Steve Beshear. 

Since her appointment, she has 
been making her rounds throughout 
the 21-county district that includes 
Grant County. 

Locally, Jones spent time at the 
Marigold Festival in Williamstown, 
took a tour of the Grant County 
Justice Center and attended the com¬ 
munity forum on heroin use at Grant 
County High School. 

“I really do see myself as a public 
servant,” Jones said sitting in the 
Grant County Public Library. “That’s 
something I’ve tried to focus on. I 
think sometimes judges, especially 
appeals judges, can tend to get a little 
removed because you don’t see peo¬ 
ple as much. That’s unfortunate. 
That’s one of the things I have been 
trying to do by getting out into all of 
the counties and meet the people. I 
think you have to connect with what’s 
going on in the communities.” 

Prior to serving on the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, Jones presided over 
workers’ compensation claims as an 
administrative law judge. 

She also served as a staff attorney 
for the U.S. District Court for the 
Western District of Kentucky for 
more than five years and was a law 
clerk/attorney for U.S. District judge 
John G. Heyburn II. 

“I wouldn’t say I really thought 
about going into the judiciary until I 
clerked for Judge Heyburn in federal 
court,” Jones said. “He was just a 
great judge and I really respected 
him. After my clerkship, I decided

“I feel more comfortable with a 
.25-percent raise,” Hughett responded. 

Dry Ridge is the only city in Grant 
County to have an occupational tax. 

In the 2010-11 fiscal year, the tax 
brought in $329,563. 

During the past fiscal year, $346,695 
was generated from the tax. 

In the 2013-14 city budget, Dry Ridge 
is estimated to only have $32,912 in its 
General Fund at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

A standing-room only crowd of more 
than 40 people had previously watched 
July 1 as the council voted against a pay¬ 
roll tax increase. 

Crupper originally had recommended 
that the council raise the payroll tax from 
.5 percent to 1 percent in order to gener¬ 
ate about $320,000 in much-needed 
additional revenue. 



that if I ever had the opportunity then 
I think a judicial career is a route I’d 
want to take with my law degree.” 

Jones received her undergraduate 
degree from Transylvania University 
in Lexington before going on to the 
University of Kentucky College of 
Law. 

During the first few months, Jones 
describes the experience has positive. 

She worked out of Frankfort until 
early September before moving into 
her office in Campbell County. 

There are 14 Court of Appeals 
judges, two from each of the seven 
districts. 

However, cases are mainly heard 
in three-judge panels. 

Each month, a panel is given 30 
cases, 10 of which Jones would take 
the lead as presiding judge. 

Jones said she will likely hear her 
first oral arguments as an appeals 
judge in late October. 

“I really want to try to bring oral 
arguments to as many court houses in 
the district,” she said. “They’re open 
to the public. High school classes can 
come in and watch. I think that’s 
always good for the public because 


“I was trying to get by as cheap as we 
can and get by,” Crupper said. “But, they 
said the amount of money that a .5 per¬ 
cent (increase) was going to raise was 
just going to be a Band-Aid and they 
needed a little more to do some things 
we’re going to have to do before long.” 

A motion to increase the payroll tax to 
1.5 percent during the summer was with¬ 
drawn after the council heard complaints 
from local employees. 

The council voted 4-2 to withdraw the 
ordinance that would have tripled the 
amount anyone who works within the 
city limits would have to pay. 

Bates and Cummins voted against 
withdrawing the ordinance. 

A second motion to raise the payroll 
tax from .5 percent to 1 percent on July 1 
also failed 4-2 with Hendy and Money 
voting yes and Bates, Cummins, 
Edmondson and Hughett voting no. 

While members of the UAW Local 


they’re not as familiar with the 
appeals process. When you think of 
court, you think of a trial and you 
don’t think of what the appellate pro¬ 
cess is.” 

One issue Jones would like to have 
an impact with is raising awareness of 
the growing epidemic of heroin abuse. 

Jones said she has moved by the 
stories of families dealing with loved 
ones addicted to heroin. 

“I have a great concern that indi¬ 
vidual community leaders are doing a 
great job, but without some real state¬ 
wide support and some unified focus 
it can’t be fought at just the commu¬ 
nity level,” she said. “There needs to 
be more information sharing between 
the counties. You have counties and 
cities that are fighting it very hard, 
but then you have other places like 
Oldham County, where I’m from, 
where people haven’t heard about it 
as much. If we can get unified sup¬ 
port, hopefully we can prevent some 
of those other counties from feeling 
the full brunt of what is an epidemic.” 

In late September, Jones wrote a 
lengthy letter to Attorney general 
Jack Conway requesting that his 
office make the heroin epidemic a top 
priority by dedicating significant 
funding to heroin-related education, 
prevention, enforcement and treat¬ 
ment efforts. 

“It affects our dockets,” Jones said. 
“It affects crime rates. It affects jail¬ 
ers who are trying to deal with inmates 
who are going through heroin with¬ 
drawal. I think it’s a prime example 
how our drug court program and 
diversion program can be expanded. 
In my view, the goal of the criminal 
justice system is partially to prevent 
repeat offenders from reentering the 
system and just putting heroin addicts 
in jail without any treatment and then 
letting them out is not a solution.” 


3064 at Dana Corp. and other local 
employees gathered at the meeting earli¬ 
er this year to express their opposition to 
the tax increase, only a handful were on 
hand during the Nov. 4 meeting. 

Many were unaware of the ordinance 
being on the agenda until the day of the 
meeting. 

While using the increased revenue to 
expand law enforcement in Dry Ridge 
has been discussed previously, Crupper 
listed other uses for the funds. 

“It will be used for our water tower 
because we’re going to have to do some¬ 
thing about it before too long,” he said. 
“That’s about $170,000 to go in there and 
sandblast it and repair that water tower. 
That’s what a lot of the money is going to 
be used for. Then, down the road, it 
won’t be before too long we’re going to 
need an ambulance. So, we have to start 
saving for that if we’re going to provide 
the service we’re providing.”

“There are some months where as little 
as two pounds are collected,” Dills said. 
“Other months we could have more than 30 
pounds turned in.” 

Once collected, the sheriff’s office will 
destroy the pills by either pouring kerosene 
on them or taking them to an incinerator in 
Warsaw. 

Dills said collecting unused medications 
not only helps stop illegal use of prescrip¬ 
tions, but it also can help deter criminals 
from targeting people who have the unwant¬ 
ed pills in their homes. 

This year’s total was the largest by far 
for the state since at least October 2011, 
when Kentucky began tracking its collec¬ 
tion from the national event. 

The Drug Take Back held in April of this 
year resulted in 7,171 pounds of medica¬ 
tions being turned in. 

Last October, 4,961 pounds were col¬ 
lected. 

Since October 2011, Kentucky has col¬ 
lected 33,170 pounds at Take Back events. 

Along with the Take Back Days, there 
are permanent prescription disposal loca¬ 
tions available throughout the state, includ¬ 
ing the Grant County Sheriff’s Department 
and Grant County Drugs.

“It seems incredible that it was just a 
decade ago that the interchange connecting 
Barnes Road and Interstate 75 was built,” 
Beshear said. “In fact, as I understand, it 
was about 10 years ago this very month 
that Gov. Paul Patton came here to dedicate 
the new interchange, which was needed to 
improve access to St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
the then-new Grant County Public Library 
and other offices and buildings.” 

Sen. Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown, 
said it was “a red-letter day for Grant 
County.” 

While the construction by Barrett 
Paving Materials Inc., of Cincinnati, began 
in spring 2012 and was completed in 
August 2013, Thayer said the project has 
spanned the administrations of three gover¬ 
nors. 

The road project is proof that good 
things come to those who wait, said Thayer. 

“This road will not only increase safety 
for those traveling on it everyday, but I’m 
hopeful that the remainder of this northern 
section of Barnes Road will lead to the 
development of a further medical campus,” 
he said. “Jobs will be created there. I’m 
hopeful that there will be restaurants, 
hotels and other businesses that will 
increase the quality of life for folks who 
live here in Grant County and create much- 
needed jobs in our local economy.” 

Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry Ridge, said 
there has not been a more rumored devel¬ 
opment area in Grant County than Barnes 
Road. 

“I’ve heard everything from a Love’s to 
a Cabella’s to an Applebee’s to an 
O’Charley’s to a new hospital,” he said. 
“Now, not all of that is going to come. But, 
I can guarantee you that within just a few 
short years with this interchange and this 
widening and the economy finally improv¬ 
ing, you’re going to see a great deal of 
change on this road.” 

Former Rep. Royce Adams, D-Dry 
Ridge, who championed the project during 
his tenure in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives, expressed his satisfaction 
with the improved Barnes Road. 

“One of the opportunities I was afforded 
was the opportunity to get a lot of these 
projects on the way,” he said. “Gov. 
Beshear, thank you for springing it for¬ 
ward.” 

The widening and realigning of Barnes 
Road is another exciting thing happening 
in Williamstown, said Mayor Rick Skinner. 

“As you know, the Ark Encounter is on 
its way,” he said. “A new St. Elizabeth 
Hospital will be built in the future here. A 
lot of great things for Barnes Road and 
Williamstown.” 

Beshear shook hands, took photos and 
even signed an autograph while meeting 
with fifth graders from Williamstown 
Elementary School who attended the cere¬ 
mony. 

The governor jokingly asked the stu¬ 
dents if they were having more fun than if 
they had been in class. 

However, Beshear was serious when 
discussing the importance of projects like 
the Barnes Road widening. 

“Communities need good infrastructure 
to be successful,” he said. “We’ve had 
some pretty tough economic times going 
through a recession, but we’re coming out 
of it. You have to keep making these types 
of investments to make good things hap¬ 
pen.”
